SACRAM EN TO , Nov. 15—Governor 
Johnson’s private secretary, McCabe, 
after a review of the official and unof­ 
ficial returns of every county In the 
state, said today that Col. Roosevelt 
had apparently carried California by 
more than 200 plurality. 
Nothing was given out at the secre­ 
tary of state’s office today as to the 
county totals corrected. Seven 
men 
are employed with adding machines 
in compiling the official figures. 
All 
county returns where errors appear 
are being sent back for correction. 


The Santa Ana Co-Operative Sugar 
Company has closed its campaign suc­ 
cessfully. The season opened on Au­ 
gust IO, on which date the first beets 
to enter the new’ factory 
were 
eut, 
and ended after 66.QD0 tons of sugar 
beets had been sliced and made into 
the sugar of commerce. 
Tho factory was built in the last 
year for the Santa Ana Co-Operative 
Sugar Company, the stock of which is 
owned by about thirty Orange County 
men, and the campaign now ended was 
the factory’s first. The new factory 
cut the product of about 8000 acres 
this year, the average yield per acre 
being light. 
The plant was built and guaranteed 
tp have a capacity of slicing and mak­ 
ing into sugar 600 tons of beets daily, i 
The plant not only made over 600 tons 
right along, but ran up as high as 950 j 
tons in twenty-four hours' run, and fo r; 
weeks kept up a lick of 800 tons per| 
day. The only time lost was at the| 
first of the season when beets were j 
slow coming In. There were no break i 
downs of consequence, and practically! 
no delay throughout the 
strenuous i 
campaign. 
Duriug the slicing season the fac-i 
tory employed between 180 and 200! 
men. About twenty men will be kept I 
at work cleaning up the factory and j 
in making a few’ changes 
that 
are' 
deemed advisable for better service 
next year. The company is figuring 
on installing a pulp dryer. The molas­ 
ses left over from the sugar-making 
has been sold to an alfalfa meal con­ 
cern. 
The company looks to a big cam­ 
paign next year, and if the rains come 
right the plant will slice between 80,- 
OOO and 100,000 tons of beets. Acreage 
for next season is being 
signed 
up 
freely. 
The Southern California Sugar Co. 
plant has not yet closed its campaign, 
and the work of making sugar will 
continue for ten days or two weeks 
more.

VARD FRESHMEN 


New York Independent: 
It was the 
president of a Southern 
University 


.Who some time ago warned President 
Eliot that in fifty years H arvard would 
lose, its primacy among our institu­ 
tions of learning. 
W hen Dr. Eliot de­ 
murred and asked the reason for such 
belief he was told that there were 
three reasons: 
One, th at 
in 
fifty 
years’ time M assachusetts would be a 
Roman Catholic state, and that par­ 
ents would prefer to send their sons 
to an institution conducted under the 
rules of their own faith; second, that 
the w estern students who had no H ar­ 
vard affiliation would go to the state 
institutions by that tim e rather than 
H arvard, and the third, that Harvard 
graduates would have no sons to send 
to their alma m ater. 
We 
do 
not 
know whether President Eliot 
then ; 
controverted the^e argum ents, but the j 
advice which he gave to the Harvard 
freshmen the other day might make 
us suspect that the last of these con­ 
siderations has given him real con­ 
cern. 
We are glad to be allowed to print 
the whole of that address. 
It is a 
subject very unusual for such a talk, 
and yet one of real im portance, which 
it is essential that worthy young men 
should consider. 
He told them that 
they were to think of them selves as 
prospective 
husbands 
and 
fathers, 
and that they should not think of m ar­ 
riage as a distant duty to be long de­ 
layed, but as a privilege as well as 
duty to be sought early in life. 
He 
told them that they should not im­ 
agine that m arriage m ust be put off j 
until they could expect to take a w ife; 
to as luxurious a home as that of her 
parents; but that if a young woman 
had been brought up in easy luxury, j 
It would be better for her that 
she 
should learn the experience of humble 
economy such as her m other had not ; 
hesitated to accept. 
We do not rem em ber ever to have | 
heard of such instruction and 
advice' 
given to freshmen entering 
college,, 
but it seems wise. They are eighteen 
or t wenty years old, entering young i 
manhood, old enough to look forward j 
to the duties of life, and they are a1-! 
ready preparing for them . 
They ex-J 
pect, or should expect, to marry, just 
as they expect to be lawyers or mer-j 
chants. 
They should leant to th in k 1 
of it seriously and not jocularly or 
flippantly. 
They should be taught to 
think of marriage as a 
coveted 
re­ 
sponsibility. of course to be assumed 
with proud joy, in the confidence of) 
reason and the spirit of self-sacrifice.

One girl earns money each season 
preserving fruit. She m akes a special­ 
ty of peaches mid quinces, which she 
prepares in the follow ing m anner: 
Pare and cut in half large peaches, 
To one teacupful of w ater add one-half 
pound of sugar; boil for five minutes. 
r ile ii drop in two pounds o f fruit, cook 
until tender, then 
rem ove 
fruit 
to 
(dates, cover with the syrup and place 
In Hie oven to dry, turning each piece 
often. 
in about twelve hours the fruit will 
have absorbed the syrup and be dry 
enough to roil in granulated sugar, af­ 
ter which it should be placed in 
the 
sun for an hour. 
It will then be ready 
to be boxed for sale. 
Quinces are cooked first in w ater un­ 
til tender, then pared and put through 
a sieve. To one pound of fruit add one 
pound of pulverized sugar; boil until 
thick, thfen spread on plates 
to

When dry cut in spuares and roll in 
granulated sugar.

The spring will find the city with a 
larger proportion of its people in their 
own homes than ever before. 
The building operations have hit a* 
pace of one new house a day. In fact, 
the pace is a little better than that. 
In the first fourteen days of Novem­ 
ber, Building Inspector Roper issued 
permits (or eighteen 
new 
houses, 
most of them of the comfortable bun­ 
galow class, costing in the neighbor­ 
hood of $2000. 
Lent winter is was along about Jan* 
uary before the pace of one new house 
a day was struck, and that the month 
of November has started out as it has 
indicates a busy winter in home build­ 
ing in this prosperous city. 
All oyer the city residents are mak­ 
ing repairs and additions, showing an 
interest in the appearance of their 
home si. 
The first two weeks of November 
saw thirty-three building permits is­ 
sued by the inspector. 
It was only 
two years ago that thirty-three per­ 
mits per month was thought to be a 
good average, aud that included per­ 
mits of every kind. But Santa Ana is 
building up a great deal faster than it 
did two years ago. The growth 1b ac­

ment of a chain of aerial depots as an 
auxiliary to the Coast Artillery Corps, 
and which will extend by easy stages 
from the Mexican boundary at San 
Diego through San Perdo, Santa Bar­ 
bara, Monterey, San 
Francisco 
and 
Seattle to the Canadian line, is the 
nucleus of a plan recently adopted by 
the War Department for a more mo­ 
bile defense of the 
Western 
Coast. 
This is according to Lieutenant 
Au­ 
gustus Norton of the Coast Artillery 
Corps, who arrived recently 
at 
the 
Alexandria. 
Quite and unostentatiously, 
a 
few 
of the chosen officers of the Coast 
Artillery Corps have been trained in 
the handling of biplanes. 
The Navy 
Department had, several 
years 
ago, 
taken up aeronautics and proved the 
wide range of service that could be 
obtained from an aeroplane. The army 
followed 
with 
spasmodic 
attempts 
along the Mexican border in Texas 
and proved the utility of 
the 
flying 
machine. 
According to reports the defense of 
the Pacific Coast by aeroplanes 
was 
held in abeyance until the practicabil­ 
ity of the flying machine in warfare 
had been proven. With the successful

“There will he nothing elaborate 
j about the construction of these depots 
and they are simply the outcome of a 
knowledge that flying machines ex­ 
tend the field of operation and effec­ 
tiveness of an artillery corps. In the 
matter of being prepared for eventual­ 
ities a biplane enlarges tile scope of 
our scouting territory. It will be pos­ 
sible, under this new idea of a chain 
of coast flying depots, practically to 
patrol the entire seaboard from 
San 
Diego to Seattle, and also to keep a 
keen eye on the ocean for a distance 
of at least fifty miles to sea.”
